AT a meotinj: ol the Canadian Authorf' Xiforjation, Mrs-. Madge Macbeth 
described hor ideal of a Canadian rovelist. A counlr>' whoce people 
come largojy from the stock that has produced most of the great literary 
clBMlcs of the modern world should he able to produce a really great novelist 
now tind then, who could measure up to Mr.-.. Mac-beih'f standard, which 
would be similar to thr standard of most litericy people. 

But w.^i:id i-ti.i Tir-.'(::F-. be cncouragefl? Mrs. Macbeth spoke of the 
alters of best se:lfr^ who vcre good financiers but not reaJ artists. And 
in that statement shr indirectly brought out the great truth that a great 
llterattiTG depends just Ebout as much on a countrj-'s readers as on a. coun- 
try's alters. 

If the consumors of literature arc apprcclaU\-e enough of really good 
wsrt to support aoveHsts of a high order, novelists of that son will appear. 
But if the sensitive-minded nrvflis: is faced wl;h •,i:-; nocf^iity of pullir.g 
down his ideals lo a low level, and distorting hiî vo.-k so that it w:lj appeal 
to a sufficient number of buyers, he will do ont c: two things— sell his soul 
for "three square "mesjies" a day, or stop •writing lor publication altogether. 

It is useless to deplore the mass of sensational "nitwlturc" offered to 
£neU^^^>Ba)ting markete today. The markets have demanded a certain 
typefSS'^ltcraturc," and^hey ar«? getiing it. In order to lessen this output, 
or at least to improve its quality, one cither has to reform the people who 
comprise the market, or jockey destructive laws through the legislature. One 
policy is impossibl", and the other usclesf when it comes to finding a market 
•for better literature. 

Asain, thé English-speaking consumer has u. perfect right to demand 
interesting material. A popular fallacy is that literature can be good and 
nnljitereating at the sanit- time. It is tnucb enslor for Ba unscrupulous 
writer of senîation.i: s:i;tl v :k '.; '.i::r f i:'.«Tary artist.

Twenty vMrs ago missions were an 
accepted and well-supported fact; hut 
today, while the older generation b.tvu 
not as A. whole withdrawn their sup- 
port, a new generation has como into 
being which sees little or no place in 
the religious scheme for inlsslen.nry 
enterprise.*. There m.iy be yrvornl rea- 
sons for this. One would surely bo the 
revolt of mo "em youth ag.ainst all 
accepted facts until they can be re- 
evaluated. Another— that many of us 
are basing our prejudices .-iga-insl mls- 
.«.ion* on wh.it they h.ive been, rather 
ihsr. what they are. A third reason Is 
the fart that most of the so-called 
heathen religions have been recently 
examined and found tremendously 
worth-while: and serious doubt have 
arisen as to whether Christianity is 
the b»«t relieur, for other races, while 
It may be so f"r our.".

Dr.- B«aTia,-a' brilliant- American past, 
or of a church in Rochester, New 
York, emphatically replies no. As he 
says;

years tgo. History shows us that 
churches who aren't mltsionary, die. 
If they have Him and won't give lllni,
